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months’ duration was controlled in about eight days by applications of 
mcthylcno blue. 

In the same journal Dr. Emil Meyer, of New York, presents a similar 
paper upon affections of tho mouth and throat associated with tho fusiform 
bacilli and tho spirilll of Vincent, reporting one case in which tho dlseaso 
occupied tho tonsils and a portion of tho uvula. Furthermore, l’rof. 
Simonin, of Val-de-Gr&cc, communicates a paper upon 11 Complications of 
tho Sore Throat of Vincent and Their Pathogeny,” illustrated by eight cases. 

Primary Tuberculosis of the Pharynx and Larynx.— Dr. J. W. Qleitb* 
Mann, of New York, reports ( Journal of Tuberculosis, April, 1001) two cases 
cured, both in women, aged thirty-eight years. Thoy wero cured by per¬ 
sistent surgical procedure, chiefly curetting and lactic acid frictions. 

Infectious Pharyngitis.-DR, Philip Kino IJnowN, of 8an Francisco, 
Cal, records (American Medicine, April 19,1902) a fatal case of acute primary 
Infectious pharyngitis, with oxtremo leukopenia, in a married woman twenty- 
nino years of ago, which proved fatal suddenly on tho seventh day from 
oedema of the glottis with very acuto onset* During tho progress of tho 
diseaso thero lmd been a steady dccrcaso in the number of leucocytes, which 
became so few on tho seventh day of tho diseaso that a fair cstlmato of tho 
total number could not bo made. The dccrcaso in red cells was Blight. 

Dr. Brown reproduces in brief four similar cases reported by Senator in 
1888, in which death took place suddenly on tho fourth, sixth, and tenth days, 
respectively. 

Tonsillar and Peritonsillar Suppuration. -In a paper read under this 
titlo beforo the American Ithinological, Otological, and Laryngoiogical So¬ 
ciety (American Medicine, April 19, 1902) by Dr. Henry J. IIartz, of 
Detroit, Mich., the author mentions, among other things, that tho peri¬ 
tonsillar abscesses that have come under bis observation havo all exhibited 
an extraordinary if not abnormal development of tho plica triangularis. Ho 
likewbo calls attention to recurrent abscesses duo to obstructions of tho chan¬ 
nels of dralnngo in tho tonsillar region, which may bo so firm as to forco tho 
purulent products Into tho pharyngomaxillary Bpnco, and thus prolong tho 
suppurrttivo process. 

Acute Gout of the Pharynx.—Dns. M. Lbrmoybz and G. Gabne con¬ 
tribute an excellent article on this subject (Annales de* Maladies de l 1 Oreille, 
du Larynx, etc., May, 1902), in discussing a case under their own earo in 
which, nficr several days continuance, sudden violent sore-throat, with local 
inflammation simulating peritonsillar abscess, suddenly subsided into a first 
attack of typical gout in tho great too of tho oppositoblde, 

According to tho authors, tho manifestations of truo gout can bo discrim¬ 
inated from poriamygdalitls—first, by their sudden onset, acuto evolution, 
and instantaneous subsidence; second, by violent fever; third, by intense 
local pain, altogether disproportionate to tho lesion apparent; fourth, by tho 
tendency of tho inflammation to extend to all portions of tho pharynx; fifth, 
by tho fluxlonary character of tho lesions, which give tho throat a aombre-red 
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color, and tlio cedcmatous aspect; sixth, by the entire absence of exudation * 
seventh, by tlio habitual nonparticipation of the submaxlllary glands. 

Unusual Case of Rhlnollth.—In a paper on " Rhtnollths and Foreign 
Bodies in tho Noso” (MedicalRecord , April 12,1902) Dr. J. M. Inoersoll, 
Cleveland, Ohio, reports the removal of fragments, at four sittings, of an 
irregular rhinollth weighing two grammes, tho nucleus of which was a 
shrivelled bean which had been enclosed in the left nasal fossa of a man 
forty-six years of age more than thirty years previously. 

Deflection of the Nasal Septum.— Dr. Nelson M, Black, of Milwaukee, 
in a paper entitled “Ono of tho Etiological Factors In tho Production of De¬ 
flected and Deformed Nasal Septumsand the Methods for Its Relief” ( Amcri• 

can Medicine, Fcbrunry 15, 1902), calls attention particularly to some cases 

duo primarily to a high-arched palate, tho result of a deformity of the upper 
jaw, and tho satisfactory results obtained by having tho lateral diameter of 
the jnw widened so ns to relievo tho strain of tho septum before perfoiming 
any intranasal operation for its correction. 

Nasal Ulceration.—In an article entitled “Thrco Cases of Rhlnelcoso” 
(ulceration of ono wing of tho nose), coincident with lesions of the pos¬ 
terior columns of tho spinal cord, Messrs. Pierre Marie and Georges 
Guillain describe and depict ( Annalcs dee Maladies de l*Oreille, du Larynx, 
etc., May, 1902) tho external characteristics of these lesions as well as tho 
lesions in the spinal cord of two of them who died of advanced tuberculosis. 
Tho spinal lesions consisted of slight sclerosis in the lumbar portion of tho 
cord, diminishing gradually in an upward direction until it became barely 
percoptlblo in tho cervical region. In all threo cases thero wero other 
cutaneous lesions of tho face. Tho patients wero all men, two of whom 
acknowledged syphilitic Infection, while the third denied It. 

Tho authors boliovo that tho ulceration of tho nose was rather coincident 
with tho lesion in tho central nervous system than dependent upon it, and 
presumed that remote syphilis was the link between them. 

Acute Empyema of the Maxillary Sinus. — Dr. Linn Emerson, of 
Orange, N, J., briefly reports (American Medicine, April 19, 1902, a case 
which came under his care twenty-four hours after oxposuro on tlio forward 
deck of a ferry-boat during a Bovcro snowstorm. Tho diagnosis was con¬ 
firmed by transilluniination and by discharging tho pus from tho meatus 
after tho application of n pledget of cotton saturated with a solution of 
adrenalin chloride, 1 to 1000. Tho case recovered within fivo days, although 

tho tranaluccncy of tho two sides of tho face did not become equalized for a 

month. 

Fivo cases of acute empyema of tho maxillary sinus (all in men) are 
reported by Dr. WLADY8LAW Wroblewski, of Warsaw (Archip /. Lor, u. 
Rhin., 1900, vol. x. F. I.). Tlicso cases subsided spontaneously by resolution, 
or after tlio employment of very mild measures. 

[In somo cases, as reported by Avcllls In tho samo journal, acuto empyema 
terminates in caseation.]
